1 . MFA LIAISON OFFICER WITH INTERNATIONAL ORGANIZATIONS IN 
VIENNA, COUNSELOR GERHARD VELCOVSKY, TOLD EMBOFF JULY 27 
THAT ACCORDING TO LATEST INFORMATION AT MINISTRY ONLY 3,300 
OF BETWEEN 4,600 TO 4,700 OF SPACES TO BE AVAILABLE AT DONAU 
PARK IN 1981 WILL BE NEEDED FOR STAFF OF ORGANIZATIONS NOW 
IN VIENNA. HE SAID FIGURES WERE BEING REVISED CONTINUALLY 
UPON BASIS OF NEW INFORMATION FROM UN/SYG AND OTHER SOURCES 
BUT, FOR MOMENT, MFA FORESEES SURPLUS OF 1,200 TO 1,500 SPACES 
ON BASIS OF CURRENTLY PROJECTED NEED FOR 3,300 (PLUS OR MINUS 
100) SPACES. 
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2. EMBASSY NOTES ITS A-68 OF 2 MARCH 1976 TO ALL ADDRESSEES 

BUT BERN REPORTED UN/SYG INTERVIEW WITH NEWS MAGAZINE "PROFIL" 
IN WHICH SURPLUS OF 1,000 TO 1,400 SPACES WAS PROJECTED. 

3. MISSION TO IAEA NOTED THAT, ACCORDING TO IAEA ESTIMATES, 
NUMBER OF SURPLUS SPACES WILL LIKELY BE NO MORE THAN ABOUT 
1,000 FOR FOLLOWING REASON. GOA IS ESTIMATING THAT EACH FLOOR 
WILL HAVE SPACE FOR ABOUT 70 TO 75 PERSONS BASED ON AVERAGE 
OF 12 SQUARE METERS PER PERSON. AGENCY REPORTS, HOWEVER, THAT 
BECAUSE OF UNUSUAL DESIGN OF BUILDING (ALL CURVED WALLS, 
LARGER MINIMUM FLOOR AREAS OF OFFICES NEAR CENTER OF EACH 
TOWER, ETC.) THERE IS LITTLE LIKELIHOOD OF PLACING MORE THAN 
AVERAGE OF 60 PERSONS ON EACH FLOOR, OR TOTAL OF 1,260 ON 
AGENCY'S 21 USABLE FLOORS IN TOWER A-l. 

4. UNIDO IS WORKING ON BASIS OF AVERAGE OF 70 PERSONS PER 
FLOOR FOR ITS 17 USABLE FLOORS IN TOWER U-l AND FOUR FLOORS 
IN TOWER U-2. UNIDO'S CAPACITY IS THEREFORE EXPECTED TO BE 
ABOUT 1,470. 

5. TOWER A-2 IS SEPARATE UNIT WITH EIGHT USABLE FLOORS, NONE 
OF WHICH IS ASSIGNED TO EITHER IAEA OR UNIDO. USING TWO 
AGENCIES' RESPECTIVE ESTIMATES OF DENSITY, TOWER A-2 SHOULD BE 
ABLE TO HOUSE ORGANIZATION OF ABOUT 480 TO 560 AND UNASSIGNED 
EIGHT FLOORS OF TOWER U-2 ANOTHER 480 TO 560. THUS FROM 
MANAGEMENT POINT OF VIEW, BEST UTILIZATION OF PROJECTED 
AVAILABLE SPACE (TOWERS A-2 AND U-2) WOULD ENVISAGE OFFICES 
FOR TWO RELATIVELY SMALL ORGANIZATIONS OF ABOUT 500 PERSONS 
EACH. LOCATION OF LARGER ORGANIZATIONS IN TWO TOWERS WOULD BE 
LESS DESIRABLE ARRANGEMENT SINCE TOWERS ARE AT DIFFERENT 
ENDS OF PROJECT.TRINKA 
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
